once. Some I have enjoyed, others I have disliked. In very few 
have I felt at home. Always I have longed to return to Cana- 


da, my native land. 


There are a few countries, like 
the United States of America, 
where one can have any kind of 
a climate he wants and any 
scenery he desires; where he can 
do what he likes; and where there 
is an abundance of everything. 
That is why hundreds of thousands 
in Europe and other countries long 
to come to America. They yearn 
for freedom from totalitarian gov- 
ernments. 


But there is not a country in 
the world where anyone of us 
would want to live forever. Even 
in the country we love best there 
is so much sin, so much crime and 
lawlessness, so much drunkenness, 
debauchery and selfishness, that 
we long for a better environment. 
War and bloodshed, poverty, sick- 
ness and death have brought us 
such sorrow and heartache that we 
feel like strangers and foreigners 
in a world that is not our home. 

Let me tell you of a country 
where there are no tears-or heart- 
aches, a country where there is 
no sickness, pain or death. It is 
a country free from war and 
bloodshed, where no one is poor 
and none are rich. The people 
who live in this country never get

tired; they carry no burdens and 
they never grow old. No one ever 
says good-bye, for separations are 


‘unknown, and there are no disap- 


pointments. 

In the country of which I am 
speaking, there is no sin for no 
one ever does wrong. There are 
no accidents of any kind. You will 
travel for thousands of miles and 
never see a cemetery nor meet a 
funeral procession. There are no 
undertakers and no morgues. You 
will never see crepe on the doors, 
for no one ever des. There they 
need no grave diggers, ana cof- 
fins are unknown. 

I know a country where nothing 
decays; the flowers never lose 
their .fragrance and the leaves are 
always green. There are no thun- 
der-storms, no erupting volcanoes 
and no earthquakes. Upon those 
fair shores hurricanes and tidal 
waves never beat. There are no 
germs or fevers, 
of any kind. The sun never shines 
and yet it is always light, for 
there is no night there. It is nev- 
er too hot and never too cold;

Billy Graham Revival 
Shakes South Carolina 


By Donald E. Hoke 


Forty thousand persons overflowed the South Carolina 
University football stadium here Sunday afternoon (March 
12) to hear Evangelist Billy Graham warn that a judgment of 
God, like that in the days of Noah, may well fall shortly on 
America. Governor J. Strom Thurmond estimated that it was 
the largest crowd ever gathered for any event in the history 
of South Carolina. At the conclusion of Dr. Graham’s mes- 
sage, 2,000 persons filed solemnly on to the gridiron in front 
of the speaker’s stand to make decisions for Jesus Christ. 


It was a day of miracles. 
Weather reports for a week cli- 
maxed in the Sunday morning 
papers with threats of rain. But 
God gave a balmy spring day. 
Time magazine correspondent Bill 
Howland reported late that night 
that rain fell in all of the areas 
surrounding Columbia, “But God 
answered prayer here,” he said. 

State highway patrols estimat- 
ed over 10,000 persons were turn- 
ed away after the stadium was 
jammed, 20 minutes before the 
program began. “This is a great 
testimony to the world that God 
answers prayer, and the days of 
mass evangelism are not over,” 
Evangelist Billy Graham said. 

Strong Christian men wept for 
joy as people flowed in streams 
from the grandstand to accept 
Dr. Graham’s invitation to come 
to Christ. Ministers from the city 
were almost universally enthus- 
iastic as they saw this greatest 
demonstration of the old-time re- 
ligion that has probably ever been 
held in the southeast. 


Justice James Byrnes, former 
Secretary of State who sat on 
the platform next to Dr. Graham, 
threw his arm around him after 
the meeting and said, “I've been 
with statesmen, presidents, and 


kings. But this is the most thrill- 
ing moment of my life.” 


“This is the greatest meeting 
I’ve ever been in,” Graham said.

“And I’ve seen more people come 
to Christ today than at any meet- 
ing I’ve ever conducted in Ameri- 
ca or Europe.” 

Sunday’s stadium rally climax- 
ed a three weeks’ evangelistic 
crusade in Columbia by the Gra- 
ham party. During this time over 
a hundred thousand persons heard 
the Billy Graham evangelistic

“Therefore I will judge you, O house of Israel, every one 
according to his ways, saith the Lord God. Repent, and turn 
yourselves from all your transgressions; so iniquity shall not 
be your ruin. Cast away from you all your transgressions, 
whereby ye have transgressed; and make you a new heart 
and a new spirit: for why will ye die, O house of Israel? For 
I have no pleasure in the death of him that dieth, saith the 
Lord God: wherefore turn yourselves, and live ye.”—Ezek. 


18 :30-32. 


It is the promise of God, that 
the wicked shall live, if they will 
but turn, unfeignedly and thor- 
oughly turn, . 

The Lord here professes that 
this is what He takes pleasure in, 
that the wicked turn and live. 
Heaven is made as sure to the 
converted as Ifell is to the un- 
converted. Turn and live is as 
certain a truth as, Turn or die. 
God was not bound to provide us 
a Saviour, nor open to us a door 
of hope, nor call us to repent and 
turn when once we had cast our- 
selves away by sin. But he has 
freely done it to magnify His 
mercy. 


God’s First Message Is The 
Offer Of Life and Mercy 
Sinners, there are none of you

Dowe 

use to shut the door of mercy 
against you? Oh that you would 
not shut it up against yourselves! 

Do we use to tell you that God 

will have no mercy on you, thouzh 

you turn? When did you ever 
hear a preacher say such a word? 

You that cavil at the preachers 


of the Gospel for desiring to keep | “~ 
P 5 P will but turn. There is mercy in 


you out of Hell, and say that they 
preach desperation; tell me, if 
you can, when did you ever hear 


any sober man say that there is | 


no hope for you, though you re- 
pent and be converted? No, it is 
the direct contrary that we daily 
proclaim from the Lord; and who- 
ever is born again, and by faith 
and repentance becomes a new 
creature, shall certainly be saved, 
and so far are we from persuad- 
ing you to despair of this that we 
persuade you not to make any 
doubt of it. 


It is life, not death, that is the 
first part of our message to you; 
our commission is to offer salva- 
a speedy, 
glorious, everlasting salvation, to 
every one of you; to the poorest 
beggar as well as the greatest 
lord; to the worst of you, even to 
drunkards, swearers, worldings, 
thieves, yea to the despisers and 
reproachers of the holy way 
of salvation. We are commanded 
by the Lord our Master to 
offer you a pardon ffor all 
that is past, if you will but now 
at last return and live: we are 
commanded to beseech and entreat 
you to accept the offer, and re- 
turn; to tell you what prepara- 
tion is made by Christ; what mer- 
cy stays for you; what patience 
waits for you; what thoughts of 
kindness God has towards you; 
and how happy, how certainlv 
and unspeakably happy you may 
be if you will. 

We have indeed also a message 
of wrath and death, vea, of a 
two-fold wrath and death: but 
neither of them is our principal 
message. We must tell you of the 
wrath that is on you already, and 
the death that you are born un- 
der for the breach of the law of 
works: but this is but to show 
you the need of mercy and to 
provoke you to esteem the grace 
of the Redeemer. And we tell you 
nothing but the truth, which you 
must know; for who will seek for 
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physic that knows not that he is 
sick? 

Our telling you of your misery 
is not that which makes you mis- 
erable, but drives you out to seek 
for mercy. It is you that have 
brought this death. upon your- 
selves. We tell. you also of an- 
other death, even remediless and 
much greater torment, that will 
fall on those who will not be con- 
verted. But as this is true and 
must be told you, so it is but the 
last and saddest part of our mes- 
sage. We are first to offer you 
mercy, if you will turn; and it is 
only those that will not turn nor 
hear the voice of mercy to whom 
we must foretell damnation. Will 
you but cast away your trans- 
gressions, delay no longer, but 
come away at the call of Christ 
and be converted, and become new 
creatures, and we have not a 


‘word of damning wrath or death 


to speak against you. 

I do here, in the name of the 
Lord of life, proclaim to you all 
who hear me this day—to the 
worst of you, to the greatest, td 
the oldest sinner—that you may 
have mercy and salvation if you 


God, there is sufficiency in the 
satisfaction of Christ, the promise 
is free and full and universal: 
you may have life if you will but 
turn, But then, as you love your 
souls, remember what turning it 
is that the Scripture speaks of. 
It is not to mend the old house, 
but to pull down all and build 
anew on Christ, the rock, and 
sure foundation. It is not to mend 
somewhat in a carnal course of 
life, but to mortify the flesh and 
live after the Spirit. It is not to 
serve the flesh and the world in 
a more reformed way, without 
any scandalous disgraceful sins, 
and with a certain kind of reli- 
giousness: but it is to change 


your master and your works and 


end; and to set your face the con- 
trary way and do all for the life 
that you never saw and dedicate 
yourselves and all you have tv 
God. That is the change that must 
be made if you will live. 

Yourselves are witnesses now 
that it is salvation and not dam- 
nation, that is the great doctrine 
I preach to you, and the first part 
of my message to you. Accept of 
this, and we shall go no further 
with you; for we would not’ so 
much as affright or trouble you 
with the name of damnation, 
without necessity. 

But if you will not be saved, 
there is no remedy, but damna- 
tion must take place; for there 
is no middle place between the 
two; you must have either life 
or death.

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you life, but to show you the 
grounds on which we do it and 
call you to believe that God 
means indeed, as He speaks; that 
the promise is true and extended 
conditionally to you, as Well as 
others; and that Heaven is no 
fancy, but a true felicity. 

If you ask, Where is your com- 
mission for this offer? Among a 
hundred texts of Scripture, I will 
show it to you in these few: 

First, you see it here in my 
text and the following verses, and 
in the eighteenth of Ezckiel, as 
plain as can be spoken; and in 
II Corinthians 5:17-21 you have 
the very sum of our commission:

I am disturbed about the 


terrible laxity and breakdown 


in the American home. In 1947 there were 471,000 divorces in 
America. These are the latest figures I have. There is ap- 


proximately one. divorce for 


every three marriages. That 


means at least one-third of all the marriages being contract- 


ed will end in divorce. There 


was a great peak of divorces 


immediately following the war, but we are back down now 
to the normal increase. If the rate increases as it has all 
along, not counting the splurge of the war years, we wil] have 


in just a few years as many 


people being divorced as there 


are married in America. Marriage in America is breaking 


down. 


The Home—the Oldest 
Christian Institution 


I want to bring a Bible mes- 
sage, from Genesis, chapter 2, 
where God made Adam and Eve 
and performed the first marriage 
ceremony. In Genesis 2:18—25 we 
read: 

“And the Lord God said, It is 
not good that the man should be 
alone; I will make him an help 
meet for him. And out of the 
ground the Lord God formed 
every beast of the field, and every 
fowl of the air; and he brought 
them unto Adam to see what he 
would call them: and whatsoever 
Adam called every living crea- 
ture, that was the name there- 
of ...And the Lord God caused a 
deep sleep to fall upon Adam, 
and he slept: and he took one of 
his ribs, and closed up the flesh 
instead thereof. And the _ rib, 
which the Lord God had taken 
from man, made he a woman, 
and brought her unto the man. 
And Adam said, This is now bone 
of my bones, and flesh of my 
flesh: she shall be called Woman, 
because she was taken out of 
Man. Therefore shal] a man leave 
his father and his mother, and 
shall cleave unto his wife: and 
they shall be one flesh. And they 
were both naked, the man and 
his wife, and were not ashamed.” 

The oldest Christian institution 
is not the church. “The oldest 
Christian institution is not a 
Christian school. The oldest 
Christian institution is the home. 
God made man and woman; He 
made them male and female. God 
Himself performed the first mar- 
riage ceremony. And the home is 
the oldest and most important of 
all Christian institutions. 

I am for the church. It is God’s 
plan for born-again believers or 
Christians to join themselves to- 
gether in loca) congregations for 
the spread of the gospel; to be 
preached to; to be admonished; 
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to share Christian fellowship; to 
praise God and worship Hin. I 
say it is God’s plan to have Chris- 
tians joined together in local con- 
gregations called churches. But 
the church is not as old and the 
church is not as important a 
Christian institution as the home. 
If we get the homes right, we will 
have church members right. And 
there can never be any good 
churches made up of Christians 
who are not right in their own 
homes. 

You see, the home is the oldest 
and most important of al! Chris- 
tian institutions in this earth. 
And God Himself in the Garden 
saw man and said it is not good 
for man to dwell alone. And of 
all the animals that were mado, 
beautiful as they were, untouched 
by the curse of sin then and 
friendly to man—of all these 
there was not found a help meet, 
a helper, a mate for man. So God 
put Adam into a deep sleep, took 
a rib, and out of this rib from 
Adam’s side, He made a woman 
and presented her to man. 

Adam said then, “This is now 
bone of my bones, and flesh of 
my flesh: she shall be called Wo- 
man, because she was taken out 
of man.” 


Mating is Holy With 
God’s_ Blessing 


And then, here is this divinely 
inspired .admonition about the 
permanence and intimacy of mar- 
riage: “Therefore shal] a man 
leave his father and mother, and 
shall cleave unto his wife: and 
they shall be one fesh. And they 
were both naked, the man and his 
wife, and were not ashamed.” 

Marriage is a holy thing. For 
Christians to marry is proper and 
right. For every man, for every 
woman to look forward to mar- 


riage in the normal course of 
events, in the usual order of 
things, is proper and right. 


It is not wrong for a man to 
fall in love with a beautiful wo- 
man, a woman who would be a 
suitable mate for him, It is not 
wrong but proper and right for a 
woman to fall] in love with a man, 
that they should marry and mate 
and have children.

sands of people who. backed this 
campaign. The second, the power 
of the Holy Spirit in convicting 
men, and the third, the power of 
the Word of God when it is 
preached,” Graham asserted.

great football stadium was set 
for the final Sunday. Consistent 
weather reports early in the week 
stated that there would be show- 
ers all day Sunday, so a great 
wave of prayer was started over 
the city that God would give good 
weather and a great crowd.

The afternoon’s program open- 
ed with the singing of “This 1's 
My Story” by the 2,500-voice choir 
under the direction of songleader 
Cliff Barrows. Mr. A, Giles Flem- 
ing, chairman of the executive 
committee, then introduced the 
remainder of the program. 
George Beverly Shea, baritone 
soloist for the party, Mr. William 
Bernsten, organist, Mr. Ted Smith, 
pianist, and Mr..Grady Wilson, 
associate evangelist, conducted 
the program, similar to the usual 


evening rallies. 

Mr. Lester Bates, business man 
and city councilman, welcomed the 
crowd, Mr. George Edstrom, ra- 
dio pastor of the Northwestern 
Schools, was guest soloist. Billy 
Graham's message was brief and 
pointed. Pointing out that God 
predicted that the last times would 
be similar to those in the days 
of Noah, he declared that the sin, 
immorality, and drunkenness of 
America is a perfect parallel to 
that in the times of the patri- 
archs. Cutting his message short, 
he called for those who wanted 
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to trust Christ as Saviour to file 
down out of the stands on to the 
gridiron in front of the speakers’ 
rostrum, For ten minutes persons 
came from every section of the 
stadium in a steady stream, many 
weeping and-deeply moved. 


While 500 persona] workers dis- 
tributed Gospels of John and 
aided in filling out the decision 
cards, Dr. Graham spoke to those 
making decisions briefly on recog- 
nizing their own sinfulness and 
trusting Christ as their own Sav- 
iour. Over 1,600 signed cards were 
turned in, many of them for both 
husband and wife. 


Throughout the campaign Dr. 
Graham drove home the prophetic 
themes of the Old Testament, sin, 
repentance, and judgment. “Sov- 
iet Russia may well. be the in- 
strument in the hands of God ro 
bring America to her knees in 
judgment,” he declared. “There 
has never been a nation in the 
history of the world which has 
sinned against such great light. 
God did it in the Old Testament, 
God may do it today unless 
America repents of her sins of 
immorality, drunkenness, and re- 
bellion against God. He may well

for her husband. And I heard a 
great voice out of heaven saying, 
Behold, the tabernacle of God is 
with men, and he will dwell with 
them, and they shall be his people, 
and God himself shall 
them, and be their God” (Rev. 2i:- 
2, 8). 

So the King Himself will dwell] 
among men in this city on the 
new earth. “And they shall see 
his face; and his name shall be 
in their foreheads” (Rev. 22:4). 


Best of all, Jesus Himself wil! 
be there; but oh, how different 
from what He. was when last He 
was here! I cannot improve on 
John’s picture of Him, for he saw 
Him in His glory, and he says He 
was “clothed with a garment down 
to the foot, and girt about the 
paps with a golden girdle. His 
head and his hairs were white 
like wool, as white as snow; and 
his eyes were as a flame of fire; 
And his feet like unto fine brass, 
as if they burned in a furnace; 
and his voice as the sound of 
many waters. And he had in his 
right hand seven stars: and out 
of his mouth went a sharp two- 
edged sword: and his countenance 
was as the sun shineth in his 
strength” (Rev. 1:13-16). 


“Fear not,” He cries with tri- 
umphant voice; “I am the first 
and the last: I am he that liveth, 
and was dead; and, behold, I am 
alive for evermore” (Rev. 1:17, 
18).. Hallelujah! What a victory! 


Where will Heaven be? On 
the new earth. Where has it 
always been? Where Jesus is. 
“Where I am,” He says, “there 
ye may be also.” Where again? 
At the end of a life lived for 
God. This, my friends, is Heaven. 
This, is the city in the country of 
which I have. been telling you, 
the City of God. Do you not want 
to go there? Remember, it is a 
prepared place but it is for a pre- 
pared people. “Blessed are the 
Gead which die in the Lord.” de- 
clares God. ‘“‘that they may rest 
from their labours” (Rev. 14:13).

Per- 
haps you, too, are thinking of 
someone—a mother, a husband, or 
a very dear friend—and you long 
to know more about them, 

Let me say that we can 
know nothing but what is re- 
vealed in God’s Word. All else 
is idle speculation and uncertain- 
ty. No seances can help us. Spir- 
itual mediums, Satan’s emissaries, 
can only lead us astray. Human 
philosophy is vain and senseless. 
Only God knows. Then “to the law 
and to the testimony! if they 
speak not according to this Word, 
it is because there is no light

be with]... 


in them.” 


First, are they conscious or have 
they gone to sleep? 


“To depart and be with Christ 
is far better (Phil, 1:23). 


Of what value would such a 
statement be if they were not 
conscious? How would they know 
they were with Christ if they were 
asleep? Is Christ now asleep, or 
is He alive and conscious? You 
know as well as I do that He is 
sitting on His Father’s throne, in- 
terceding for us. If He were asleep 
He would be lying down and 
He would not be interceding. They 
are with Him and they know it. 
Hence it is far better. How could 
it be far better if they were a- 
sleep? Better then to be serving 
Him here. No, my friends, your 
departed loved ones are not a- 
Sleep; they are alive and con- 
sc:ous. 


“Where I am, there ye may be 
also” (John 14:3). “Be with me 
where I am” (John 17:24). “Thou 
shalt follow me afterwards” (John 
13:36). 


Precious promises, these! Our 
loved ones who die in Christ fol- 
low Him ‘to where He has gone. 
They are with Him and they know 
it. Otherwise, of what value would 
it be to be there? Consciousness 
is essential to knowledge. It is 
this incentive that makes us long 
to go there. We want to be with 
Flim. 


“To day shalt thou be with me 
in paradise” (Luke 23:43). 

Wonderful promise! That very 
day, the day they died, the thief 
was to be with Him. To lie down 
in sleep? No! a thousand times, 
No! To see Him and to know 
Him. To recognize Him and to 
rejoice with Him. And it was 
all to take place that very day. 
Words could not express it bet- 
ter; and any changing of the or- 
der of the words will only do 
violence to the text. 

“Absent from the body,.. 
present with the Lord” 
5:8). 

That settles it. That dear one of 
yours—for years he was present 
in the body and absent from the 
Lord. Now he has gone. The body, 
his tabernacle, the tent or house 
in which he lived his earthly life, 
is cold and still. That is because 
the tenant has moved out. Where 
is he? With Christ—present, or at 
home, with the Lord. And when 
you visit the grave, you must not 
say, “Father lies here.” That 
would not be true. Only the house 
with which you were familiar lies 
crumbling beneath your feet. He 
himself has gone. And now, in a 
more glorious life, in a new world, 
strong, well and happy, he is with 
the Saviour whom he loved. Ab- 
sent from the body but conscious- 
ly present with the Lord. They do 
not sleep for “his servants shall 
serve him.” They live as they have 
never lived before. Why _ then, 
mourn as those who have no hope?

Second, do they remember us, 
or are we forgotten? 


Did Joseph ever for a moment 
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forget Jacob, his father, or his 
brothers, when he was in Phar- 
aoh’s palace? 

Did Moses forget his brethren, 
the children of Israel, when he 
was the son of Pharaoh’s daugh- 
ter? 

Did the little Israelitish maiden 
forget her loved ones and the 
prophet Elisha when she was in 
the mansion of Naaman, the Syr- 
ian? 

How could they forget? “Love 
never faileth.” Do we cease loving 
when we go to another country? 

Are we not urged to run with 
patience the race set before us 
because of the cloud of witnesses 
watching from above? (Heb. 12:- 
1). Who are they, those who are 
so tremendously interested in 
what we are doing? Why they are 
the saints and prophets of all the 
ages. They are our loved ones 
who have gone on before. Are you 
not conscious of them? Do you 
not know that they can never, 
never forget you, and that they 
are watching and praying for you 
as you struggle on toward the 
goal? Are they not waiting even 
now for your coming? How can 
they be completely satisfied un- 
til you join them? 

Of course, they know. They re- 
joice in your victories and they 
are cheered by the news they get 
of your triumphs in Christ. We do 
not forget the countries from 
which we emigrate, no matter how 
long ago it was. We cannot for- 
get the scenes of our childhood 
and the friends we knew in early 
life. We think of them oh, so of- 
ten. I am sure that they, too, are 
thinking of us; they cannot for- 
get. We are ever in their thoughts. 
I want you to know you are nev- 

er forgotten, 

That the old, -old days hid in 

‘memory sweet, 

Are still a part of my life that 

I cherish, 

Without them so much would be 
incomplete. 

And you are mixed up with so 
much I remember, 

Your name so often I utter in 
prayer; 


Never forgotten, on earth or in 

Heaven, 

Always the child of God's tender- 
est care. 

Third, will we recognize them 
when we see them again? 

David, you remember, in speak- 
ing of his little child, exclaimed, 
“I shall go to him.” Does that 
mean that he will be able to find 
him, one tiny baby, among the 
millions in Heaven; then when he 
does find him, recognize him as 
his? It does. David did go to him 
and David has been with him, 
even now, for many, many cen- 
turies. He didn’t say he would go 
where he had gone; he said he 
would go to him. If David would 
know him again, when he had 
only seen him a few days, sure- 
ly you and I will know our loved 
ones who were with us for years 
before they left. 

Did not the three disciples rec- 
ognize Moses and Elijah on the 
Mount of Transfiguration? Most 
certainly they did, even though 
they had never seen them in the 
flesh. 

Did not Saul recognize Samuc! 
when God permitted him to re- 
turn to earth? Unquestionably he 
did. 

Did not. Mary recognize Jesus 
after His resurrection? You know 
she did. 

Yes, and the disciples, they, too. 
knew Him when they saw Him 
again. 

Stephen, too, saw Him and rec- 
ognized Him in the Glory. 


Again and again we have the 
expression, “. . . gathered to his 
people,” in Old Testament Scrip- 
tures. What does it mean? Exact- 
ly what it says. Isaac and Jacob 
were both gathered to their peo- 
ple, their own kith and kin, the 
members of their families. 


Jacob said he would go to his 
son. Not to the grave, mark you, 
for his son had been, as he 
thought, devoured by wild beasts 
and was not even in a grave. No, 
he said he would go to his son. 
Would he not recognize him when 
he saw him, Of course he would. 


Dear heart, why despair? He 


hasn’t gone forever. She hasn't 
left you for good. You will meet 
again. Those eyes into which you 
gazed in love, you will gaze into 
once more. That voice you used 
to hear, you will hear it again. 
The one with whom you walked 
on earth, you will walk with in 
Heaven. Love can never die. Love 
is eternal. You will know them all 
again. A little while and the cur- 
tain will be drawn aside for you 
to enter and they will be there to 
welcome you Home. 


“Behold, the tabernacle of God 
is with men, and he will dwell 
with them, and they shall be his 
people, and God himself shall be 
with them, and be their God. And 
God shall wipe away all tears from 
their eyes; and there shall be no 
more death, neither sorrow, nor 
crying, neither shal) there be any 
more pain.”—Rev. 21:3, 4. 

“There shal] be no more curse: 
but the throne of God and of the 
Lamb shall be in it; and his ser- 
vants shal] serve him: And they 
shall see his face; and h‘'s name 
shall be in their foreheads. And 
there shall be no night there; and 
they need no candle, neither light 
of the sun; for the Lord God giv- 
eth them light: and they shall 
reign for ever.”—Rev. 22:3-5. 


“They shall hunger no more, 
neither thirst any more; neither 
shall the sun light on them, nor 
any heat.
